1. Action Requested: Approval or disapproval of the 
request of Mr. Marshall L. Miller, Department of Justice, 


for access as a historical researcher to classified OSS and 
CIA records in the current custody of the National Archives. 


2. Basic Data: Mr. Miller, an Associate Deputy Attorney 
General, {fs now writing a book, titled Pulgaria During the 
Second World War, which is nearing completion, and plans to 
write a second book, which will concentrate on US-Bulgarian 
relations during the period 1944-48. This activity has no 
connection with his official duties. In a letter addressed 

ETAT to of the Office of General Counsel, Mr. 
Miller requested access to classified OSS and CIA records in. 
the National Archives pertaining to the topic to be covered 
by his second book. For the most part, the records of interest 
to him are those OSS and CIA documents which were received 
and maintained by other agencies, such as the Department of 
State, and subsequently deposited at the National Archives 
interfiled with departmental records. Mr. Miller has signed 
an agreement regarding the handling of classified information 
and the submission of his research notes and manuscript for 
security review, and a security check is being instituted by 
the Office of Security. (Mr. Miller now holds a Top Secret 
security clearance.)
